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It is true, the world does not recognize how important our 
work is for it, and, therefore, does not wish us God’s speed! 
when we convene. It does not know what is conducive to its 8 
peace. In its vain eyes with its chase ſor that which appeals to 8 


the senses and satisfies the lusts of the flesh, our whole work 
appears to be insignificant, and it almost seems laughable to the . 
world that to this we bestow so much attention. Over against 
its power and glory, our synodical work, in so far as it becomes 
apparent and can be measured with the measure of the natural 
man, is only poverty and weakness. The poor maid must fol- 
low her Lord in humility, till the time of her exaltation comes. 
“Behold, what manner of love the Father hath bestowed upon 3 
us, that we should be called the sons of God: therefore the ‘ 


world knoweth us not, because it knew Him not. Beloved, now r 
are we the sons of God, and it doth not yet appear what we shall — 


be.“ 1 John 3, 1. 2. Since it does not know the Lord who up- N 
holdeth all things by the power of His Word, how sho it be 
able to appreciate that work which we carry on in His name! 


It is sad indeed that we, who are called into His kingdom 
and unto His glory, are yet so much of the world that we look en- 
tirely too much upon the visible, and thus behold the Church and 
its work through the eyes of the world. Only too often it appears 
to us in our weakness, as if with all our exertions we finally 
accomplished nothing, and as if in comparison to the mighty 
foes with which we must contend, no victory could be hoped for, 
And so it would be, if it depended upon our might, and if we 
had nothing else to gain success with than what the eye sees. 
In comparison to the great world we are but a handful; in com- 
parison to the great ability of the world, our ability is absolute 
inability. For we wrestle not against flesh and blood, but 
against principalities, against powers, namely against the rulers 
of the darkness of this world, against evil spirits under the . 
heavens, There would be reason to despair if in our name and 1 
with our means we went to work and entered the contest. 8 
“With might of ours here naught is done, Our loss were soon 
effected.” Therefore above all else it is necessary that we look 


upon our work with the eye of faith and in the light of God's : 
Word, to which faith alone cleaves, to learn its importance. 1 
Then we will remain truly humble for we will ever become more 


conscious of our inability, and we will also not put away our 
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trust, which has a reward. For also in us weak, the Lord is 
mighty. He, the faithful God, bas not only redeemed us, and 
given us faith, which is the victory which overcometh the world, 
but has also entrusted to us the means, through which the world 
shall be saved. “I am not ashamed of the gospel of Christ: for 
it is the power of God unto salvation to every one that believ- 
eth.” Rom. 1, 16. We use that word of the cross, which alone 
brings light into the darkness of this world, and soothes the 
troubled soul. Even though the world mistake our work, or 
deride it, we know how to appreciate it, and the love of Jesus 
constrains us so that we cannot desist therefrom. “For all 
flesh is as grass and all the glory of man as the flower of 
grass. The grass withereth and the flower thereof falleth away ; 
but the word of the Lord endureth forever. And this is the 
word which by the gospel is preached unto you.” 1 Pet. J, 24. 
25. What is all the glory of the world to the eye fixed in death? 
Only that which we are employed in is able to help fallen man- 
kind. If we faithfully hold fast to that word which saves, our 
labor cannot remain without blessing and success. Therefore, 
“my beloved brethren, be ye steadfast, unmovable, always 
abounding in the work of the Lord, forasmuch as ye know that 
your labor is not in vain in the Lord.” 1 Cor. 15, 58. 


We are to labor. For this God has called us, and for this we 


have united ourselves into a Synod. Tis true that the main 
object of a Christian Synod must be to care for the preservation 
and spread of Christian doctrine, because through the power of 
the Lord alone its object can be accomplished and this power 
finds its expression alone through the Word. But it is this very 
purpose that all our labor should subserve, that this Word be 
spread more and more and be of greater value in the world. 
Even our works which look to the amelioration of physical 
need, should be works of faith, which should grace the doctrine 
of God our Savior and recommend it to men. And what we 
want with all our educational institutions and missions and 
publications is nothing else, than to promote the gospel of peace 
among men. God grant that we, as His servants, also in this 
convention, may be found faithful in this work. 


Through the grace of God we have been led to the same 
judgment of the Son of God and to a clear understanding of 
His Word, and have, there fore, all obligated ourselves upon the 
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Symbolical Books of our Ev. Luth. Church, in which our fathers 
already in the time of the Reformation confessed such right 
knowledge before all the world. Upon this basis we have united 
in this Synod. Now we should be zealous to maintain the unity 
of the Spirit through the bonds of peace. We ought to hold 
what we have. This we intend doing through the grace and 
power of God. He who is not a unit with us in the good con- 
fession of heavenly truth, the knowledge of which the Lord has 
granted our Church, is not at home here and will have nothing 
to say. But because we have seen that our confession is the 
right confession of the Gospel bringing grace and salvation, we 
must be much concerned, that just this confession have full. 
sway everywhere, and it cannot be a matter of indifference to us 
whether this or another confession be acknowledged in the 
world. We desire to build up the Ev. Luth. Church, the Church 
of the pure Word and Sacrament, because in this way we help 
to build up the right Zion in which Jesus Christ is the only 
Lord and the glory is given to Him alone. Who would not take 
an active part in such a building in which blessings are dis- 
pensed for time and eternity! Our synodical work may appear 
little to the world, but it is of the utmost importance to the 
whole earth. 


Much depends upon our faithful and diligent discharge of 
this work. This work is assigned us; it lies before us; we are 
to doit. Tis true that we are not saved by our works. For our 
comfort we want to hold this immovably fast. And yet we must 
be diligent in our labor, if we wish to be the Lord’s true dis- 
ciples. For He “gave Himself for us, that He might redeem us 
from all iniquity, and purify unto Himself a peculiar people, 
zealous of good works.” Tit. 2,14. These good works are not 
necessary unto the salvation of the doer. Christ has redeemed 
and purified us before we could be a people of the kingdom, 
zealous of good works. “For by’ grace are ye saved through 
‘faith; and that not of yourselves; it is the gift of God. Not 
of works lest any man should boast.” Eph. 2, 8. 9. This stands 
fast and happy we, that it so stands, otherwise out peace would 
be gone. And yet works are necessary. Just in connection with 
the words cited, in which the Apostle warns us against trust- 


ing in works to attain salvation, he emphasizes this. For we 


are His workmanship,” he yet adds, “created in Christ Jesus unto 
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good works, which God hath before ordained that we should 
walk in them.” Eph. 2. 10. Good works are necessary aud 
earnest Christians recognize their necessity. Even to the salva- 
tion of man they are necessary; not that, as if through them 
we could merit salvation, or as if they were the condition upon 
which God would turn His grace to usward ; long ago our Savior 
merited for us salvation; and grace has bestowed it upon us as 
a free gift, before we were enabled to.do anything good: but 


thus, that the salvation of others is in so far dependent upon our 


works, since without the Gospel, which is given to us Christians 
and which we are to bring them, they cannot be saved. “For 
whosoever shall call upon the name of the Lord shall be saved. 
How then shall they call on Him in whom they have not be- 
lieved? and how shall they believe in Him of whom they have 
not heard? and how shall they hear without a preacher? and 
how shall they preach except they be sent?” Rom. 10, 13-15. 


The Word and Sacrament must be administered, and these means 


of grace must be brought to the people sitting in the shadow of 
death, if they are to attain life. And this administration the 
Lord has entrusted to His Church. We are to exercise care that 
according to His will prea:hers be educated and sent out; for all 


this is included in the Lord's commandment to His disciples: — 


“Go ye therefore, and teach all nations, baptizing them in the 
name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost; 
teaching them to observe all things whatsoever I have com- 
manded you; and, lo, Iam with you alway, even unto the end 
of the world.” Matt. 28, 19, 20. This then is the principal 
work which we as a Synod are to do; and woe be to us if we let 
it lie or carry it on slothfully; for the Lord will demand the 
blood of those from our hands who by our fault have remained 
without the Gos al and have died in their sins, 


It is encouraging to be able to report that in all that is 
especially necessary to carry out the will of the Lord in regard 
to our fellowmen, our work in the past two years has been richly 
blessed. Our institutions of learning, though much remains to 
be hoped for, have been able to send a goodly number of laborers 
into the vineyard of the Lord. Our missionary work was never 
in better condition. Our publication work is growing and has 
rendered good service for the spread of the glad tidings of salva- 
tion in Christ. Also our Orphan’s Home continues to dispense 
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blessings by the grace of God. Our districts have all been busy 
and the number of pastors and congregations who did nm thing 
for the general church work is constantly growing less. Thanks 
be to the grace of God: our Synod has not only grown numeric- 
ally, but also in zeal and activity in the work of the Lord. The 
reports of the various Boards prove that the work has been 
pushed vigorously and that everywhere God's blessing crowned 
the work. 

And yet not near all has been done that lies within the 
power offered us by God, and what should, therefore, be done by 
us. It is sad to say that there are still congregations among us 
who have not yet recognized, or have not sufficiently recognized, 
that the Lord demands of just them, not only that the Word of 
the Cross is to be heard at their place and in their life-time, but 
that others are to have an opportunity to hear it and to be saved 
thereby, and who do not consider that they are the most richly 
blessed while they bring blessings to others. It is necessary 
that we provoke one another unto love and good works. But 
this must be done by all. Also those who have worked most 
diligently can do more and ought to do more, in order to bring 
the divine blessing in ever greater measure and to enjoy the 
same. He who has shall communicate and he who communi- 
cates shall have. For he that hath, to him shall be given; and 
he that hath not, from him shall be taken even that which he 
hath.” Mark 4,25. The Lord wills that those who have tasted 
the good Word of God, be His messengers to carry it out among 
men and to this His love constrains us; if this will and this 
constraint is constantly resisted, He will withdraw His blessing 
and we will be left in our natural poverty. Whoever is a Chris- 
tian cannot do otherwise than be concerned that Christianity be 
upheld and spread; if he cannot go himself and preach the 
Gospel, he is to help that others may do it. Even if here and 
there in the congregations there is murmuring and complaint 
on account of the oft-repeated demands for money, in order that 
our work may be continued and extended, we — not tire, 
if we wish to be found faithful. Whoever does not wish to ad- 
vance must remain behind, we, however, wish to follow the 
Lord and will not forget to do good and to communicate. 


We have the necessary educational institutions for our pres- 
ent demands and I have the pleasure of being allowed to report 
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that the prospects are good that the debts resting upon them so 
long, will be cancelled this year. But from this no one is to 
conclude that we may, at least for a season, rest from labor. We 
must work while it is day, not sit idle at the market. “They 
that wait on the Lord shall renew their strength. They shall 
mount up with wings as eagles. They shall run and not be 
weary, and they shall walk and not faint.” Isa. 40, 31. Our 
institutions are to be maintained and extended according to cir- 
cumstances. It is to be hoped that it will not be long until we 
are compelled to enlarge our college building at Columbus, or 
what, according to my judgment, would be preferable, to sepa- 
rate the theological seminary from the college and to erect a 
special building for this. It might even now be advisable to 
empower the Board of this institution to proceed with such 
building in case this should become necessary before our next 
meeting of Synod. 

We should also earnestly consider a further participation of 
Christian love in caring for orphans and the sick and the super- 
annuated. One Orphan’s Home will scarcely answer any more 
since our Synod has extended its borders so far, and for the sick 
and superannuated who are poor and homeless and are com- 
pelled to seek that love from strangers which we, as their brethren 
in the faith, should show, we as a Synod have done nothing, 
although individual congregations have done their part. We 
should at least, in case we do not think that the time has come 
to found an asylum for the suffering, create a fund for the sup- 
port of needy, sick or superannuated pastors. 


The assuming of our missionary work on the part of Joint 


Synod has proved a wise step and this work is spreading more 


rapidly and is more prosperous all the time. The Lord bas re- 
ferred a large field to us, and the recognition of our account- 
ability in this direction is constantly increasing. We cherish 
the hope that in the future much more will be done in this 
direction, and that the Mission Board will be put into a situa- 
tion to enlarge its whole work. I take the liberty on this occa- 
sion to refer to the blessing of the Children’s Missionary Day, 
celebrated by many of our congregations this year. This isa 
blessing for the congregations and for the mission work. In the 
children it is comparatively easy to arouse a missionary spirit, 
which is of great importance for their Christian life, and their 
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offerings which they bring willingly is a great help to our mis- 
sion work. If the observance of such a Children’s Day were 
general in all our congregations, the children alone could con- 
tribute as much for the sending out of traveling missionaries as 
the whole Synod has done thus far. I, therefore, desire to recom- 
mend the observance of such aday. Of course, by this the mis- 
sion festivals and mission services are not to be influenced or set 
aside. I also consider it necessary to urge a more general interest 
in cur Building Fund. As it appears to me, even some of our 
pastors have not taken the pains to gain a good insight into the 
plan adopted by us, and have thus never been thoroughly con- 
vinced of its power in aiding the missionary work. Otherwise I 
would not know how to explain the lack of participation on the 
part of so many congregations who still have a warm heart for 
the missionary work. This arrangement will certainly recom- | 
mend itself to every friend of missionary work, who gives it the 
proper attention. If each year every parish were to give a small 
contribution there would soon be a goodly sum collected, with 
which poor congregations, especially in the large cities, could be 
helped out, until they would be in condition to refund the 
money advanced. that others may in turn be helped. Also in 
this respect be not dilatory as to your duty. 

According to the commission, the committee appointed two 
years ago to hold a colloquium with the Ev. Luth. Synod of 
Iowa, entered into a correspondence without, however, reaching 
the desired result. The documents referring to this matter are 
added. 
Since Mr. Julius Klingler, who two years ago was elected as 
our synodical treasurer, was declared self-excluded by our synod- 
ical congregation at Butler, Pa. in which he was a member, it 
seemed to me, under the circumstances, to be demanded to ap- 
point another to this position. I appointed Mr. Wm. Siebert of 
Butler, Pa., who assumed the office and will report on the state 
of the treasury. Since Mr. Klingler was also elected a member 
of our Seminary Board at Columbus and his term of office ex- 
pires in 1890, it will be necessary to elect another one in his 
place for the unexpired term of two years. 


It is known that our Northwestern District extends over a 
large territory. Since it is strong enough numerically, according 
to my judgment, it would be advisable, to lighten the super- 
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vision of it, to undertake a division. In connection with this I 
desire to moot the question, whether in general a better division 
of our districts is not possible? The Synod should also see to it 
that two districts do not meet at the same time. 


‘A lately received communication concerning the participa- 
tion on our part in the arranging of a uniform English text of 
Luther’s smaller Catechism and of the Augsburg Confession, is 
hereby submitted to Synod. 


In the name of the Lord we have assembled here; in the 
name of the Lord let us proceed to the important work laid be- 
fore us. Let us not forget that we are His servants and that we 
do His work. May He give us grace that we be found faithful 
servants, that our counsels and resolutions redown to the honor 
of His great name and to the welfare of His church. He, the 
merciful Savior, be in the midst of us and let His divine blessing 
rest upon every thing which we do in His name. Amen.

REPORT OF THE FIRST COMMITTEE. 


Your Committee, which was entrusted with the President’s 
report, and matters pertaining to the same, begs leave to submit 
the following: | 

1. Together with our worthy President, we rejoice greatly 
in the glorious divine consolation given us in our church work, 
even in the midst of the discouragements and oppositions pre- 
pared for us by Satan and the wicked world, and we take to 
heart the earnest admonition not to grow weary or discouraged 
in the work of the Lord. 

2. We have abundant reasons to be thankful to the Lord; 
for He has lately blessed our feeble, imperfect efforts even beyond 
our expectations. This, however, should not induce us to recline 
on our laurels, but should prompt us to renewed and more vigor- 
ous exertions. 

8. It should not only be our fervent wish that our present 
buildings, at Columbus, should be overcrowded, but we should 
spare no efforts to bring this to pass, and should the present ac- 
commodations prove insufficient, we recommend that the Resi- 
dent Professor be assigned the dwelling now already owned by 
Synod. 

4. Touching the President’s reference to the superannuated 
and disabled pastors and teachers, we recommend that such 
brethren receive a suitable support out of our Pastors and 
Teachers’ Widows and Orphans’ Fund, and that this fund be re- 
membered with corresponding additional contributions. With 
regard to the poor of the congregations, we deem it the evident 
duty of every congregation to take care of these themselves. 

5. Regarding our Home Mission Work we refer Synod to 
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the report of the proper committee: We beg leave to do the 
same in regard to our Church Building Fund. 

6. We approve of the appointment, on the part of our 
worthy President, of a synodical treasurer pro tem., in the place 
of Mr. H. J. Klingler. We also recommend the choice of a new 
trustee in our Seminary Board to fill the vacancy for the unex- 
pired term of office of Mr. Klingler. Yet this is not to be re- 
garded as if the Synod pronounced judgment upon the contro- 
versy at Butler, : 

7. a) With regard to the suggested division of the North- 

western District, we do not feel able to advise anything 
different. We suggest that Synod request the brethren 
of said district to give us their opinions on this subject. 

b) As regards the redividing of all of the districts it ap- 
pears that this cannot be carried out until the question 
regarding the division of the Northwestern District is 
settled. 

c) We, too, disapprove of the fact that two districts meet at 
the same time, and, therefore, suggest that a committee 
be appointed, consisting of the Presidents of the several 
districts and one other member of each district, to ar- 
range a schedule, regulating the time of meeting of the 
different districts. 

8. We regret that the committee appointed to hold a col- 
loquium with the Iowa Synod found it necessary to withdraw 
its offer. 

9. With regard to the invitation extended through the 
Secretary of the Joint Committee on Liturgics, Dr. Jacobs, to 
take part in the preparation of a uniform translation of Luther's 
Smaller Catechism and the Augsburg Confession, we suggest 
that the same be accepted, and that Dr. Loy and Rev. E. G. 
Tressel be constituted a committee to meet with the above men- 
tioned committee. 8 

10. In conclusion, we express our hearty thanks to our 
worthy President for the faithful discharge of his arduous duties, 
and recommend that his report be printed in the minutes,

We would suggest Reformation 
Festival as a suitable time for such a collection. 

6. Respecting an appeal from Baltimore, to appoint a 
Missionary for the Bohemian Protestants of that City, we would 
recommend that the matter be referred to our Missionary Board, 

7. Your Committee move that the report of the Board of 
Missions be published in our Minutes. 

8. Finally we move that Synod express its thanks to the 
Members of the Board for the faithful discharge of their arduous 
duties.

That we have been unable to grant every application made 
to us, goes without saying. We have done what we could. From 
the flood of appeals poured in upon us we have chosen what we 
considered the most promising. 

We have been hindered in our operations by a lack of money. 
We are glad to state, however, that matters are improving in this 


direction. And yet how little have we done in proportion to our 


ability and in proportion to the large sums contributed by other 
churches ! 

A more serious hindrance, one which so far has proved in- 
surmountable isthe lack of men. Many calls sent to us are from 
places which would require but little money, where, at most, a 
man would have to be assisted only long enough to perfect an 
organization. But the supply of pastors has been wholly unequal 
to the demand. In this extremity we raise the question: What 
can Synod do to increase the number of its laborers? 

We again call attention to the neglected condition of our 
Building Fund. The value of this fund must be apparent to 
all. Can Synod devise any means by which it may be increased ? 

Since Children's Day met with such favor in those congre- 
gations and Sunday schools in which it was observed, we suggest 
that, from henceforth the last Sunday in June be set aside for 
the observance of a Children’s Missionary Service; that on this 
day pastors make suitable addresses upon our Home Missionary 
work and that collections be taken up for this purpose. 
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May the Master, who has given us the commandment to ex- 
tend His kingdom, bless our deliberations and give us zeal and 
strength to fulfill His commandment. Amen!

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REPORT AND RECOMMENDATIONS OF PRACTICAL SEMINARY 
BOARD AT HICKORY, N. C. 


To Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States, Greetings: 

a) By authority of a resolution of Concordia English Dis- 
trict, in session at Calvary, Va., 1887, school was opened by Rev. 
E. G. Tressel, October 19, 1887, at the residence of J. D. Miller, 
where it continued for two weeks. A house was rented and Rev. 
Tressel continued to teach until November 25th, 1887. At this 
time he went home and left school in charge of Rev. L. M. Hunt, 
who continued to teach till May 18th, 1888. 

b) There were four young men (J. L. Kibler, W. M. Kibler, 
J. M. Senter and L. J. S. Carpenter), who attended the school. 
They studied Hutter’s Compend of Theology, Dietrich’s Catechism, Loy’s 
Theological Encyclopedia, Hart's Rhetoric, Loy’s Mental Philosophy 
and German. Their deportment and progress in studies, as re- 
ported by teachers, were very satisfactory. 

c) The Board charged nothing for traveling expenses, and 
teachers labored gratis, except $15.40 to L. M. Hunt. Other ex 
penses : 


d) The present school building cost 86000. It is a large two- 
story frame building surrounded by a lot of about 13 acres of 
land well laid off, part of which is under cultivation. On this 
land there are two other houses. The whole amount has been 
paid the former owners, but some money is borrowed for which 
no provision has yet been made. 

e) Board offers property to Synod without debt. The con- 
gregations of Concordia English District stand responsible for the 
borrowed money, but hope no objections will be raised to pastors 
and congregations in other Districts giving some assistance, if 
they are willing. 

The amount given outside of Concordia English District is 
$2300, one man giving $1900. The prospects for a good school 
are much better now than two years ago. 

f) We request and petition Synod to provide for election of 
Board, its terms of office and authority; for the support of a 
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professor, beneficiaries, and for dedication of property to its in- 
tended use, and give any other instruction it may see fit. 
g) The Board petitions for authority to establish a prepara- 
tory Academic department to go before Seminary, for both sexes.

At the request of several brethren who wished to know 
now it happened that this matter had progressed so rapidly and 
hat there was already a property purchased, Rev. E. L. S. Tressel 


gave the following lengthy explanation: 


When in the summer of 1884 I, as Pres. of Concordia Dis- 
rict, visited congregations in North Carolina, two young married 
men came to me, who wished to study theology. They had a 
air general education, they were lacking in a knowledge of Ger- 
man only. They were ready to sell their farms and to study at 
heir own expense. On their behalf I applied to the secretary of 
he theological faculty at Columbus, O., and received the answer 
hat their lack of German was a hindrance to their acceptance 
here. Since then these young men have likely given up the 
dea of studying theology; but the matter suggested by this, 
how an opportunity could be given such English young men to 
prepare themselves for the work of the Lord, without first acquir- 
ng the German language, was not lost sight of. Two years ago 
bur District met in North Carolina and again young men an- 
nounced themselves who wished to study, but who are too old 
irst to go through our College. On my way home I meditated 
upon this matter and soon wrote to Dr. Loy whether it would 
not do to take these young men to Baltimore and to instruct them 
by myself and other brethren residing there. Also Dr. Loy had 
nit upon this plan, but the condition of my health and other 

indrances prevented its realization. Thus the idea of a practi- 
al English theological seminary was developed. 

Concerning the property in Hickory, our congregations there 
had thought of nothing else but to erect a small building for said 
purpose and to offer the same to Synod. There was, however, 
n opportunity of securing a suitable property at a cheap price. 
t was in eee 4 of Romish “Sisters of N These 
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1 came into a totally protestant community, to erect a school for 
it the purpose of ptoselyting. This aroused the prejudice of the 
community against them, so that they were compelled to leave 
and offer their property for sale. It has 13 acres of land partly 
under cultivation, an orchard and vineyard, a frame building 
two stories high 67x70 with a wing 28x40 ft., two small dwellings, 
stable, wagon-shed, bake-oven, in short all that is necessary. The 
whole had cost $13-14,000. It was bought for $6,000. The whole 
amount is paid, but was partly borrowed. But Concordia district 
is fully resolved to refund the loan itself and to hand the prop- 
erty over to Joint Synod free of debt. One thing is desirable, 
that Joint Synod assume the support of the institution, in as 
much as Concordia assumed much more than was expected two 
years ago. If Synod wishes to open up a field there, one thing 
is certainly necessary, it must support the professor. 

| Hickory is not only healthy, but is located centrally. If we 

had the whole South to choose from we could find no more suit- 

able place. There are about 3,000 inhabitants there, good rail- 

| road and business facilities. 

| One thing must yet be emphasized, that Lutheranism in 

| the General Synod South is very low, There are in it pastors 
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who hold “revival meetings” and are thoroughly Methodistic. 

They are our bitter enemies, and have slandered us in an un- 

heard of way. But what has been done, especially the pur- 

chasing of this property from which they can see that we are in

We 
have striven to be loyal and, to discharge our arduous and 
responsible tasks with conscientious fidelity. But while we 
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cannot flatter ourselves that we have made no mistakes and 
have not come short of our whole duty in many respects, we 
bless our gracious Lord and Master who, in spite of our faults 
and errors, have granted our Book Concern, during the past two 
years, a season of unparalleled prosperity. We think it but just 
to say that, under the benign blessing and merciful protection 
of God, this prosperous condition is due largely to the wise 
management and efficient services of our agent, Mr, J. L. Trau- 
ger, and of his assistants, Messrs. Fred. J. Heer and L. Brunn, 
together with their corps of faithful workmen. On an average, 
thirty persons (men and women) find employment during the 
year at our Concern. 

The financial statement of our Concern shows conclusively 
that, in its three departments, book, printing, and bindery, — 
much work has been done, and that the work rendered has been 
crowned with financial success, 

Permit us now to call your attention to the following sum- 
mary statement of our work, a fuller account of which appears 
on the pages of our minutes:

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REPORT OF SIXTH COMMITTEE, 


Your committee has in hand the Minutes of Joint Synod 
of 1886 and those of the different Districts since that time, also a 
communication from the Teachers’ Conference. 

We call attention to the following: 


1. According to resolution of Joint Synod two years ago 
all the districts composing the same, have discussed the matter 
of a Delegate Synod. The Northwestern and the Concordia 
English Districts favored the Delegate Synod plan. Whereas 
the remaining four Distriets voted against it. We recommend 

a) That Synod decide the matter now. 

b) In case the Honorable Synod should not adopt the 
Delegate System, we recommend, in order that there may be a 
more genere! attendance and that Synod may be more easily 
entertained, the adoption of some suitable plan. 

We would call attention to the plan suggested by the 
Northern and the First English District, vide Minutes of the 
Northern District, page 38, and communication from Secretary 
of the First English District. a 

2. On page 65 of the minutes of the Western District of 1887, 
and on page 54 of the Minutes of the Eastern District of 1888, 
Joint Synod is asked to make provision that one-half of the 
money contributed for Seminary Library at Columbus be equally 
divided between the Woodville and Afton Seminaries. We 
recommend that two-fifths of this money go to Columbus and 
one-fifth to Woodville, Afton and Hickory each. 

3. On page 31 of this year’s Minutes of Eastern District, 
Joint Synod is advised to appoint a colporteur, and the Secretary 
of the English District sends a request that one of the Professors 
in our institutions at Columbus be appointed to visit our con- 
gregations in the interesty of our institutions. 

We believe that our pastors are the best representatives in 
both these capacities. 

4. The Northern District moves that chapter 4, paragraph 
2 of the Constitution of Joint Synod be reconsidered. The 
Northwestern District is in favor of giving our parochial school 
teachers the right of suffrage. The teachers’ conference has 
petitioned for this privilege. 

We recommend that this point be reconsidered. 
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5. On page 41 of this year’s Minutes of Concordia English 
District, pastor Lose and his St. Paul’s congregation of Alle- 
gheny City, Pa., who had petitioned said District for a dismissal 
from the same to the First English District, was referred to Joint 
Synod. 

Since this congregation is situated on the line between the 
two English Districts, and the change seems advantageous to 
the congregation, we move that the request be granted.

tinue His blessed care in the future also. 

2. In the report of the Treasurer from October 1, 1886 to 
September 1, 1888 the principal data are these:

This Report was examined by the Committee and compared 
with the vouchers and found correct throughout. 
3. We recommend that the Treasurer, Mr. Koetter, receive

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FIFTH REPORT OF WERNLE ORPHAN’S HOME AT RICHMOND, 
IND., FROM OCTOBER 1, 1886 TO SEPTEMBER I, 1888. 


Beloved friends in the Lord/—T wo years of joint activity have 
passed away, and I now prepare for the honorable Synod as well 
as for the many friends of our institution my fifth report. I 
have the following to submit: 

On the fourth day of May nine years ago our institution was 
solemnly dedicated. For nine years there stands in Richmond 
an Orphan’s Home, which in an impressive manner proclaims 
the wonderful aid and rich blessing of God as well as the power 
of Christian charity. 

During the nine years 191 children were received into the 
Home, of which number 115 were boys and 76 girls. After 23 
of these were 18 years of age and self-dependent boys and girls, 
they were honorably dismissed: the girls receiving $35.00 and 
the boys the same amount and a watch. 

Two boys listened to the Tempter and left. before they were 
of age, thereby forfeiting the $35.00 and watch. Our rule is that 
boys after confirmation are indentured until their eighteenth 
year with Christian families of the Ev. Luth. Church and that 
they receive for the first year $2.00 per month and clothing, for 
the second year $3.00 per month and clothing, and from then 
until their eighteenth year $4.00 per month and clothing. 

The wages are paid into the treasury by the Superintendent, 
and from the treasury those children who have remained faith- 
ful until their eighteenth year receive the above mentioned 
amount of $35.00. 

Since my last report 57 children were announced for recep- 
tion into the Home and of these petitions 9 could not be granted. 

Twenty-nine children were confirmed, to-wit: 20 boys and 9 
girls, of which number some were bound out to work and others 
remained in service at the Home, helping the house-parents in 
the work of the large family. Besides these there are employed 
7 girls and 2 boys, so that no servants are hired. 

One young man is attending our college at Columbus and 
two others are attending our School-Teachers’ Seminary at 
Woodville. 

All the children bound out and those attending school fol- 
low the path in which they have been taught to go. We have 
seen some return who have been led astray by the Tempter. 
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Seventeen children for whom board was paid, were returned 


to their parents and guardians. At present there are 112 children 


in this institution, viz: 48 girls and 64 boys, of which number 
96 are receiving excellent instruction. The health of the chil- 
dren during the past years has indeed been very good. At one 
time measles were epidemic, during which time 20 beds were 
occupied. 

God our heavenly Father, gave them their strength again 
in a short time; but it pleased Him to inflict deep sorrow upon 
the house-parents. On the 16th of February, A. D. 1887, our 
merciful Father in heaven took their youngest child from this 
vale of tears to the land of heavenly bliss. This little girl was 
the first seed for immortality sown in God’s acre near the Home. 


In 1858 while playing with some of the children the 
youngest son of the house-parents lost an eye. However God 
gave them strength and power, so that they could bear this sor- 
row with patience and resignation to His will. 


Considering all the difficulties which the house-parents of 
our Orphan’s Heme are called upon to encounter year after year 
and the suecess which has attended them in this institution, we 
have reason to thank God that He has preserved their health up 
to the present time. May our faithful Lord continue to grant 
unto them His grace, that they may administer the difficult and 
yet so blessed an office with which they have been ifftrusted to 
the welfare of the orphans! 

At the usual annual examination at the Orphans’ school, 
the happy and cheerful-looking pupils showed by their distinct 
and precise answers how carefully they had been instructed in 
Christian doctrine and in the common branches of a good 
elementary school. The school bore testimony for the order and 
good discretion of the teacher and the diligence of the pupils. 


The house with four new verandas and a new coat of paint 
now is an ornament to the city. The cemetery was solemnly 
consecrated on the day of the Orphans’ festival, May 8th 1887, 
attended by a large concourse of visitors to the same. Our 
Orphan festivals, favored by the finest weather, were attended 
in the two past years by a large number of friends of the orphans 
and large collections were realized for the treasury of the Home. 
The yield of fields and garden was very good. It would how- 
ever, be of great advantage to the Orphans’ Home, if we would 
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buy some more land. The Board of Directors desires that Synod 
purchase 58 acres of land adjoining ours which may be bought 
for a moderate sum. 

Concerning the receipts and expenditures, I would refer 
Synod to the detailed reports of the Treasurer of the Home. 
The live stock consists of two horses, one pony, four cows, three 
heifers, twenty-two hogs, chickens, ducks, geese and pigeons. 

In conclusion it is my duty to inform Synod that the terms 
of office of Rev. P. A. Peter and Messrs, J, Schmidt, F. Salziger 
and J, Eggemeyer have expired. 

I will now close my report with the words of the Psalmist: 
Bless the Lord,O my soul, and forget not all His benefits. To all 
friends and donors of the institution, to the different congrega- 
tions and the Ladies’ Societies, and to individuals, I would say 
in the name of the orphans a cordial, “May God reward you.” 

As an encouragement to the work of the Lord, I would call 
the attention of all to the words of our dear Savior: “ Whoso 
shall receive one such little child in my name receiveth me,” 
and to the other words of the great Friend of children, “‘ Verily 
I say unto you, inasmuch as ye have done it unto one of the 
least of these my brethren, ye have done it unto me.”

LUTHERAN SEMINARY AT COLUMBUS, OHIO. 


Grace and Peace be unto you: — We report with joy to an 
honorable Synod that we have again abundant cause to honor 
and praise God the Lord through Jesus Christ. In His great good- 
ness and mercy He watched over our Seminary, and guarded it 
against misfortune. He gave His blessing to the work of our 
Seminary, and bestowed much good upon it. Under His 
guidance; protection and defence the work of educating young 
men for the holy ministry in the Evangelical Lutheran Church 
was continued. The blessing of an orthodox Evangelical Lu- 
theran Seminary is unspeakably great. Such a seminary God 
gave us in His mercy. Let us pray Him to grant us His Holy 
Spirit to honor and praise Him for this blessing. 

In the school year from September, 1886, to July, 1887, there 
were 29 students in our Seminary; of these two are Norwegians.

The two Norwegian students entered into the 
service of the church among the Norwegians, and all the others 
in our Synod. In the school year from September, 1887, to July, 
1888, there were 25 students in our Seminary. Towards the end 
of the year 12 of them were examined and recommended for 
ordination. They are all already serving the Church. Since 
the last meeting of Joint Synod there were in all 54 students in 
our Seminary, of which 20 were sent into the vineyard of the 
Lord—and yet there is room. This is an exhortation to all of 
us not to become weary in the work of our Lord. 7 

The health of the students was good ; their deportment and 
diligence satisfactory. 

We cannot forbear to call the attention of all the members 
of Synod to the fact, that it is the duty of every one to do all 
he can to procure more students for our Seminary.

Such a seminary God 
gave usin His mercy. Let us pray Him to grant us His Holy 
Spirit to honor and praise Him for this blessing. 

In the school year from September, 1886, to July, 1887, there 
were 29 students in our Seminary ; of these two are Norwegians. 
At the end of the year, 8 of them were examined, and being 
found well qualified for the ministry, they were recommended 
for ordination. The two Norwegian students entered into the 
service of the church among the Norwegians, and all the others 
in our Synod. In the school year from September, 1887, to July, 
1888, there were 25 students in our Seminary. Towards the end 
of the year 12 of them were examined and recommended for 
ordination. They are all already serving the Church. Since 
the last meeting of Joint Synod there were in all 54 students in 
our Seminary, of which 20 were sent into the vineyard of the 
Lord—and yet there is room. This is an exhortation to all of 
us not to become weary in the work of our Lord. e 

The health of the students was good; their deportment and 
diligence satisfactory. 

We cannot forbear to call the attention of all the members 
of Synod to the fact, that it is the duty of every one to do all 
he can to procure more students for our Seminary. At present 
we are not at all able to meet all the demands which are made. 
Let us pray the Lord for laborers for His vineyard, and prosecute 
the work committed to us with all zeal and diligence. 

According to present arrangements the students of the 
Seminary are also instructed in singing. 

Rev. D. Simon, called as professor for the English Practical 
Seminary at Hickory, N. C., returned the call, because his con- 
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gregations would not give him a dismissal. Pursuant to a reso- 
lution of last meeting of Joint Synod (Minutes, page 26) this 
Seminary Board called Rev. E. G. Tressel as professor for said 
Seminary, December 14, 1886. But as he could not accept the 
call, Rev. J. H. Schneider, of Circleville, Ohio, was unanimously 
called December 13, 1887. He did not accept the call as his con- 
gregation would not let him go. As it was supposed that Rev. 
E. G. Tressel could at this time accept a call to Hickory, he was 
again unanimously called June 19, 1888. 

We would also state that the English Practical Seminary 
was opened by Rev. E. G. Tressel with 4 students on the 19th of 
October 1887. In December, 1887, the Board of said Seminary 
appointed Rev. L. M. Hunt as temporary professor, which action 
was approved by this Board in the meeting of December 13, 1887. 

It is the conviction of the Seminary Board that Mr. J. 
Klingler can no longer be a member of the same, inasmuch as 
the congregation of Butler, Pa., declared him as having excluded 
himself from said congregation. We would, therefore, request 
the honorable Joint Synod to elect another one for the unexpired 
part of his time of office, viz. 2 years. 

We would also inform the honorable Synod that the time 
of office of Rev. Prof. M. Loy, D. D., and the Revs, G. F. H. 
Meiser, J. Beck and D. Simon, as members of this Board, is 
expired, and that 4 members are to be elected. 

The triune God who has hitherto been with us, and has so 
abundantly blessed our institution, graciously remember us in 
time to come for Christ’s sake.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF CAPITAL UNIVERSITY. 


The Board of Trustees of Capital University takes the liberty 
to submit the following report: 


A. IN GENERAL. 


During the period that has intervened between the last con- 
vention of Joint Synod and the present one, the work of our 
Institution has proceeded with gratifying results. Whilst the 
number of students has not increased, as we might have wished, 
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the prospects are favorable. Truly, there is yet room. May the 
Lord of the Church continue to increase the number of such 
young men as shall have a desire to enter our Institution with a 
view to obtaining a thorough scientific and above all Christian 
training. 

| n. IN PARTICULAR. 

The Normal course has not been put in operation for the 
simple reason that there were no applicants for it. ; 

The work in the College and Grammar school progressed satis- 
factorily, the only draw-back being the irregularity of preparation 
on the part of those desiring to enter the Freshman class, thus 
necessitating extra work, which ought to be avoided if possible, 
The conduct of the students, in general has been good. 

There being an urgent demand for some “Physical ap- 
paratus,” the Board approved of the action of the Faculty in 
appropriating $150 for the purchase of the most necessary in- 
struments. 

In April of last year the Board approved of the sale of the 
50 acres of land adjoining the College ground for the sum of 
$6000, and authorized the Executive Committee to execute a 
deed for the same. 

In June of 1887 the Alumni of Capital University pur- 
chased several lots adjoining the University grounds, and pre- 
sented the same to your Board, so that now the “College 
Campus” includes an area of 18 acres. 

The Board resolved that the degree of A. M. be awarded 
only to these who demonstrate their ability, by their publica- 
tions, or by a written dissertation on some fitting subject to be 
examined by the Faculty and, if at all possible to appegr in 
print. 

We call the attention of Synod especially to the following 
resolutions of the Board. 


1) Resolved, That our Institutions be advertised on the cover 
of Minutes of District Synods. 

2) Resolved, That this Board petition Joint Synod to pub- 
lish a Catalogue representing all of our Institutions, the Catalogue 
to be issued in both the German and English language. 

3) Resolved, That with reference to the 50 cent plan the 
Treasurer be instructed to send statements of standing of 
tors and charges to the District Presidents twice a year, and that 
the Presidents be asked to call delinquents to an account. It 


was further resolved, that the President of Joint Synod be re- 
quested to write to the respective district Presidents touching the 
same subject. 


In the latter part of January last (early in the morning of 
January 30th) a fire in the library had gained such headway 
that for a time it seemed that the College building was doomed. 
Fortunately the fire was discovered soon enough to be extin- 
guished, not, however, without the most extraordinary and 
self-sacrificing exertion of the inmates of the house. Through 
the mercy of God the destruction of the entire building was pre- 
vented. The loss was considerable however, covered fully by in- 
surance, as regards the injury to the building, but not as to the 
library. Many old and valuable books being burned which can 
not be replaced. How the fire originated is a mystery to this 
day. 

At our last Commencement day the pastors and charges in 
and around Columbus inaugurated a new feature on that occa- 
sion, by holding a grand festival in the afternoon, which in every 
way was a pronounced success. The Board resolved, that such 
mode and manner of holding Commencement day be the order 
every year. 

At a special meeting of the Board held August 8, 1888, the 
resignation of Prof. Theo. Mees as Professor of Latin and He- 
brew in our College was laid before the Trustees. After hearing 
the reasons assigned for urging its acceptance, the Board re- 
luctantly and with deep sorrow accepted the resignation. The 
vacancy has not as yet been filled.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF THE PRACTICAL SEMINARY AT 
AFTON, MINN. 


In the name of the Board of the Practical Seminary the 
undersigned submit to Synod the following report: 


The work of this institution has progressed since the last 
meeting of this body. The dear Lord has watched over our in- 
stitution and has graciously preserved the health of teachers 
and pupils so that the work could proceed unbindered from day 
, to day. Among the teachers there was perfect concord, so neces- 
sary for success. The diligence and conduct of the students 
were, in general, satisfactory. Thanks to God for all! 


The number of students has grown from year to year. In 

the scholastic year from September 1886 to June 1887 there were 

21 pupils in the school, 7 in the seminary and 14 in the pro- 

rd Hi seminary. Three of the students, after a satisfactory examina- 

ſol- tion, entered the holy ministry, 2 into our Synod and 1 into the 

Norwegian. Unfortunately one student had to be expelled. In 

sed the last school year there were 28 students in the institution, 10 

nly in the seminary and 18 in the pro-seminary. One student, how- 

ever, was dismissed and another voluntarily withdrew, so that 

but one candidate could stand an examination and enter the 
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office of the ministry. This, of course, is little, far too little for 
our wants. But the graduating classes hereafter will be larger. 


In the new school year beginning with September 13, the 
number of students will surpass 30 considerable, since before the 
close of the last year already 10 had applied for admission. The 
prospects are that the building cannot hold all and the Board 
has made provision that none shall be excluded for lack of room. 


Prof. W. Schmidt, on account of his health, was compelled 
already in the last year to move out of the seminary, which 
would have taken place at any rate in the following school year. 
Since he thus lost the rent of a house the Board resolved to raise 
his salary from $500 to $900. He still retains the supervision of 
the seminary household. 


During these two years various repairs had to be made; 
double windows had to be procured and the floor in the upper 
lecture room had to be relaid. It was also resolved to paint the 
ceilings of all the rooms, the windows, doors and the veranda, to 
put base-boards in all the basement rooms, to partition off the 


hall of the basement with a view of gaining a * room, 


and to build a cistern. 


Further it was resolved to petition Joint Synod that insted 
of the customary catalogue for Capital University, to issue one 
catalogue in which the officers and students of all our ae 
tions are recorded. 


It was also resolved that the Board petition gyndd that a 
part of the money flowing into the library at Columbus be given 
to Afton and Wood ville for library purposes. 


Finally the attention of Synod is called to the fact that the 
time of the Revs. H. A. Allwardt and J. Vollmar and of Mr. J. 
H. Bremer as members of the Seminary Board has expired. 


The Lord God be with us in the future and bless our insti- 
tution to the upbuilding of His kingdom on earth!

Your Committee has in hand the account of the General 
Treasurer, together with the report of the Auditing Committee, in 


reference to which your Committee would make the following © 


remarks ; 

a) We have found the books of the treasurer in good order 
and the report of the Auditing Committee to be correct. We 
propose that the report of the treasurer and the Auditing Com- 
mittee be printed in our minutes. 

b) With pleasure we report, that the current expenses of all 
our institutions have been defrayed up to September 1, 1888, and 
that there is yet a balance in the treasury. For this happy con- 
dition of our financial affairs, we are largely indebted to our 
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treasurer who borrowed $25,508.19 on his own responsibility, in 
order to meet the demands made on our treasury, at the proper 
time. We nn express our heartfelt thanks to Mr. F. J. 
Heer. 


o) Inasmuch as the treasurer refers to the fact, that some of 
our pastors do not quite understand the 50 cent plan, your Com- 
mittee would refer them to the resolution of Synod in the min- 
utes of 1884. 


1. That the treasurer keep a ledger into which he enter ac- 
cording to the above apportionment the amount to be expected 
by each congregation, by which the activity of the congregation 
in this direction is to be regulated and becomes manifest. 


2. That the treasurer be required, in case of negligence on 
the part of the pastor, to send hima quarterly statement to urge 
him to greater activity. 5 


3. That the way and manner of collecting these monies be 
left to the judgment of the respective congregations. 


4. That all monies collected be sent to the treasurer and 
that as soon as possible after the beginning of the school year. 


d) Since, according to the report of the treasurer, the current 
expenses could not have been defrayed, if the unexpected sum of 
about 820,000.00 had not flown into the treasury; again, since 
the treasurer reports, that many charges in our Synod have thus 
far contributed either nothing or but very little, with respect to 
the 50 cent plan, and since your Committee knows of no other 
expedient of relief than the above mentioned plan, we propose, 
that all pastors of Synod conscientiously attend to this matter, 
presenting it to their congregations again and again with the 
proper admonition and the necessary instruction with regard to 
the 50 cent on. 


e) Sir’ Ar. F. J. Heer has given full satisfaction as General 


Treasurer uuring the past two years, your Committee moves that 
he be re-elected for the coming two years.

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REPORT OF THE GENERAL TREASURY FROM OCTOBER 15, 
1886, TO SEPTEMBER 1, 1888, INCLUSIVE. 


To the Honorable Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States ! 


GENTLEMEN :—I have the honor respectfully to submit here- 
with my First Bi-ennial Report to your Honorable Body for the 
term ending September 1, 1888, inclusive, as well as a few 
remarks, suggestions and queries, for your consideration. 

The financial condition of this treasury' is good, especially 
as it is expected the subscription for the liquidation of debt will 
cancel it. The various Institutions are all paid up to September 
1, 1888. It must be borne in mind, however, that unless the 
General Treasury is kept up, so as to pay the salaries and con- 
tingencies regularly, it will be impossible to keep out of debt. 


MONIES FROM THE LUTHERAN BOOK CONCERN, 


Owing to the fact that this Concern has republished a large 
number of books the past six months, and thereby gone to con- 
siderable expense, not much can be expected from this source 
within the next few years. The surplus on the Church papers 
is about all that the Agent thinks can be transferred in the 
near future. 

THE FIFTY CENT QUOTA. 


In the minds of some the 50-Cent Quota includes all the 
Treasuries of Joint Synod, such as Home and Foreign Missions, 
District Treasuries, ete., but as I have interpreted the plan, it 
includes only the various Institutions, such as Capital Univer- 
sity, Orphans’ Home, Teachers’ Seminary, and the Practical 
Seminaries in Afton and Hickory. 

One of the most important questions that has come before 
me was: What control has the General Treasurer over 


LEGACIES 


Given to the different institutions? We would be pleased to 
have it answered for the following reason: There has been a 
number of legacies to Capital University and the amount was 
deducted from the quota allowed that institution, while there 
were also some given to the Orphans’ Home, and the General 
Treasurer was not allowed to deduct them from the yearly al- 
lowance stipulated to them by Synod, and as that would give 
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them more than the amount allowed, I think it advisable for 
Synod to give an expression on this subject for the benefit of 


my successor. 
RECEIPTS IN GENERAL. 


While the collections and various receipts were better than 
the two previous years—the collections for the two years have 
been about as much as is required to keep the institutions in 
running order for one year—had it not been for the large surplus 
from the Book Coricern, the generous donation from an unknown 
friend, several legacies and the sale of the 50 acres of land near 
Capital University, it would have been impossible to meet the 
demands made on this treasury. 


REPORTS FROM INSTITUTIONS. 


It has been very satisfactory to the General Treasurer that 
the various officers of the institutions have complied with his 
suggestion to send him a monthly report of all monies sent 
direct to them, as in this way every charge and pastor will 
receive their full credit; otherwise the General Treasurer’s books 
would show only what was sent to him. 


THE AMOUNT RAISED. 


While some charges have more than paid their 50-Cent 
Quota, and even mission congregations have sent in collections, 
there are a great many that are behind and some have done very 
little or nothing, If it could be arranged that every charge 
send in the required amount as per their number of communi- 
cants, there would be no necessity of getting into debt; but un- 
less that is done, or some other means devised, it will be a hard 
matter to remain out of debt. 


LIQUIDATION OF DEBT. 


As will be seen from Financial Statement there are $544 in 
the treasury. There will be due on notes about $5,000 by and 
before the Ist of January, 1889, and if some of the money was 
paid in before the Ist of October, quite a number of notes could 
be canceled. | 


DRAFTS. 


In sending monies it would be advisable to send drafts, as 
there is always a — on collecting private checks. Monies 
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can also be sent in Money Orders, Express Orders, and Postal 


Notes.

B. Rev. G. F. H. Meiser handed in a resolution referring to 
the simplifying of business, order of business, etc., and Rev. 
J. A. Schulze made a substitute for the same. Both were refer- 
red to a committee consisting of PP. Meiser, Schulze, Allwardt.

In order that the business of Synod be simplified and better 
arranged, be it resolved : 

1. That if possible all documents intended for Synod be 
handed to the President two weeks before the meeting of Synod.

2. In the examination of these documents and report on 
the same to Synod, the following shall be observed: : 

a) Eachof our District Synods elect 2 pastors, 2 lay-delegates, 
who shall convene at the place of the meeting of Synod, two 
days before the latter is opened, in order to examine the docn- 
ments assigned to them by the President, who shall be present, 
and to prepare their reports on the same to Synod. — 

b The President and committees present shall agree upon 
a plan for the transaction of business or order of the day and 
present the same to Synod at its opening. 

c) In order to give time for such an arrangement Synod 
shall be opened, for a one-week’s session, on Thursday morning. 

d) Your committee also recommend, that besides the 
services on Sunday there beonly one service at the opening and 
one at the close of Synod.

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DELIBERATIONS ON THE PROPOSED BY- 
| LAWS. 


Chapter I. A.— “General Synodical Business,” was four 


years ago adopted only in part. The following was adopted: 


“Synod is to watch over the purity and unity of doctrine 
within its boundaries; to superintend the official conduct of its 
pastors and teachers; to spread the pure doctrine and to defend 
it against all errors; to deliver theological opinions and judg- 
ments.” 

The following sentence: “ To settle disputes and difficulties 
in congregations, when requested by the interested parties,” was 
four years ago laid on the table and was not taken up again at 
this session. The next sentence, “To aim at establishing as 
much as possible uniformity in ceremonies,” was adopted. 
What followed was under consideration when Synod closed 
its discussion on the By-Laws. It reads: “To see that the 
duties of the ministerial office are faithfully fulfilled, especially 
that in all congregations a genuine evangelical supervision of 
souls may be exercised, that the young people be well prepared 
for confirmation, and be made acquainted with the prevailing 
false doctrines and also be diligently catechised after confirma- 
tion. A motion had already been made to substitute for, “ be 
well prepared for confirmation,” be well instructed in God's 
Word.” 

This last motion was taken up again and was carried. The 
whole sentence was then adopted in the following changed form: 
“ That the young people be well instructed in God’s Word both 
_ before and after confirmation and be made acquainted with the 
. prevailing false doctrines.” The next clause; “Synod shall aleo 
collect church statistical information within its limits,” was 
adopted. The word prepare” was substituted for “ being” of the 
next and the clause “prepare an American-Lutheran church 
chronicle,” was adopted. The next clause was changed so as to 
read. “ cultivate the unity of the Spirit as much as possible.“ 


The last sentence: “In its relation to the several congrega- 
tions Synod is only an advisory body, and its resolutions have 
binding force for them only when they have been accepted by 
a congregational vote,” called forth a lively discussion. Some 
desired that the whole sentence be cut out, because it really

does not belong to this chapter headed, General Synodical 
Business.” On the other hand it was emphasized that it dare 
not be wanting since in the Constitution nothing is expressly 
stated on this subject. Again it was said that the whole sen- 
tence was not clear, for as it would certainlybe wrong, on the one 
hand, for Synod to meddle in the affairs of individual congre- 
gations, yet, on the other hand, the resolutions of Synod com- 
posed of delegates of the several congregations must certainly 
have some binding power. Rev. Allwardt was requested to offer 
a substitute for the sentence, and the discussion was closed. 


At a later meeting Rev. Allwardt offered this substitute: 
“In the affairs of the individual congregations Synod is only to 
advise.” In the discussion it was again shown that the expres- 
sion, “Synod is only to advise,” or “ Synod is only an advisory 
body,” can be very easily misunderstood. Although we must 
reject the position of many Lutheran Synods which look upon 
it as a legal body, it would be equally erroneous, to grant Synod 
in all things nothing but an advisory power. That a congrega- 
tion in its own affairs is the highest authority no one will dis- 
pute, but it-is equally true that Synod in its affairs is the highest 
authority. Synod does not wish to domineer over the congrega- 
tions, but congregations should not wish to domineer over the 
Synod. Among Christians there should be no question con- 
cerning domineering. The Constitution and By-Laws determine 
what is their mutual relation. And in reference to these Synod 
has more rights over against a congregation than merely to ad- 
vise. Above all things this must be held fast: In all things re- 
ferring to the Word of God Synod is not merely to advise. No 
congregation can take a position against God’s Word. The ad- 
vice of Synod concerns those things which are neither deter- 
mined in God’s Word, nor in the Confessions of the Church, nor 
in the Constitution. This is presupposed when a congregation 
joins Synod. Who does not remain with us on this account has 
become unfaithful in the fundamental principles, him we cannot 
call a brother. Therefore, such things are not meant here, 
which refer to the local congregation, but to the whole Synod. 
Only in those things which a congregation may order at pleas- 
ure, i. e. adiaphora, is Synod an advisory body. 
With this the discussion closed. In the last session it was 
resolved to refer the By-Laws to the Districts for consideration.
